Appeal to Parents 


We would all agree, and feel glad, that Bar Hill is an unusually safe place 
for young children: no through roads, and comparatively little traffic from outside. 
Even so, resident motorists have been alarmed - and one of them has asked us to 
print this appeal - to find how completely some toddlers and small children 
disregard motor cars, when playing outside in the road. 


We are therefore asking parents to train their children to keep to the 
kerbside as vehicles approach - and above all, to discourage them by all possible 
means from playing "chicken"! (Obviously, they are going to need all the road 
sense we can teach them, once outside the Village.) 


Resident motorists appreciate the danger and are careful, but the same 
cannot always be said for drivers coming in from outside. 
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Mr, Hartman has asked us to include the following article, which we 
are glad to do: 


May I introduce myself to the residents of Bar Hill Village. My name you 
probably know already, my position is General Manager of Bar Hill Developments Ltd. 
under Mr. K. C. Nunn of tiessrs. J. Nunn and Sons of Ipswich Ltd. 


I was invited by Mr. Nunn to come to Bar Hill to make this develor.nent 
into one of the most sought-after areas to live in, in the county of Cambridgeshire. 
This I intend to do. 


When I first set foot on this development I obtained the initial impression 
of: (a) isolation; (b) desolation; and (c) stagnation, 


without having at that time received any information about the controversy over 
this new village. It is now my intention to alter completely the fallacy that to 
live in Bar Hill one must eitner have two heads or be incapacitated in some other 
form. 


I believe, in the past, there has probably been some cause for rumours to 
be created to the effect that Bar Hill was either a white elephant, a ghost town, 
or an outcasts! paradise, or whatever else outsiders cared to call it. Having now 
been on site for one month, it is clearly evident that Bar Hill is none of these 
things and that within the next three years there will be many people regretting 
the day they made their decision not to take up residence in the village. 


My experience of developments is one that has proved over the years that 
initial concepts should not be sneered at until the embryo stage has passed and the 
basic thoughts, designs and hopes have been allowed to materialise into actual fact 
via mortar, bricks and landscaping. We are now at the turning point of that embryo 
stage, and I guarantee to do everything in my power to prove that Bar Hill will 
become one of, if not the most, popular residential area in Cambridgeshire. 


"Rome vas not built, etc.,"' and with the proposed expansion of development 
and forthcoming amenities, i.e. golf course, motel, village green, village park, 
further shop expansion, church, petrol filling station and car showrooms, bus 
service, flyover and better landscaping, this village of ours will not be sneered 
at in the future. Finance is obviously a determining factor on any development and 
with increasing sales so will come expansion and the above-mentioned amenities. To 
obtain sales one has to build to a higher specification and sell at a more reason- 
able price than one's competitors. This requires 100% supervision, and this again 
I intend to give to obtain a better sales record, and ultimately, of course, obtain 
more quickly the facilities as mentioned above and obviously required by yourselves. 


My family and myself will become residents at the end of October and by 
so doing will of course become integrated into the Bar Hill community. This in 
itself will bring me closer to the village, thereby allowing an insight into the 
internal affairs of Bar Hill. 


To carry out my responsibilities to the full, I must obviously ask you all 
for your co-operation. At times, I will have unpleasant duties to perform and when 
these occasions arise, please remember that 95% of these occasions will have been 
created by you, and any contact made with you under these circumstances will not be 
undertaken with relish, but will have been made necessary legally cr for the benefit 
of the residents of Bar Hill. 


Maintenance items are outstanding on some properties, I know. ‘these will 
all be dealt with and every legitimate item will be rectified. However, a few 
items of complaints I have received and have noted in my files are not items 
covered under the usual heading of "maintenance" and do not constitute maintenance 
within a developer's liability or within the NHBRC jurisdiction. I will, of 
course, advise you on these,but may I ask you please to bear with me on this matter 
as I am working on order of date of occupation (unless an emergency arises) and 
cannot alter this schedule if the residents concerned require my personal attenticn. 


I am considering an internal mini~bus scheme into and from Cambridge. 
This would be based on a weekly subscription of 5s. per family with no further 
outlay, i.e. no fares to pay; therefore the wife or husband could use this service 
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as many times a week as required for an all-in cost of 5s., to be based on a two- 
or three-hourly timetable. To do this it will be necessary in the initial stage 
for each family to subscribe. If interested, please give your name and address 
to Mrs. Burry as soon as possible, so that if the support is forthcoming I can go 
into this matter further. 


To conclude, may I invite any one of you who has any queries with regard 
to your property or the willage, wherever you reside, to make an appointment with 
Mrs. Burry, my secretary, t discuss these matters with me. If necessary I would 
be pleased to make evening appointnents if I am not previously engaged. Also, if 
you wish to correspond with my company or head office, it would be advisable to 
write to me, as all correspondence is being returned to the sales office for my 
attention and necessary action required. 


May I thank you all for your anticipated co-operation and look forward to 
presumably meeting each and every one of you in due course.
